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This Library has an interesting collection of works which record many 
of the celebrated trials of the past few hundred years. Many of these reveal 
instances of criminals who were really mentally alienated and who were unjustly 
punished, according to modern standards. Many of those who suffered the penalty 
of the law were unjustly condemed, and the frightful brutality of the times is 
only excelled by what we see in modern war. here formerly an occasional crim- 
inal was burned at the stake, we now exterminate people with gasoline torches 
and and incendiary bombs, and where long ago people were pressed to death with 
weights on the scaffold, we now accomplish the same thing by toppling a build- 
ing upon them. 


One of the trials recorded in the early literature and interesting read- MA 
ing by the way, is the Trial by Combat between Bolingbroke, then Duke of Here- 
ford, and Thomas Mowbray, Duke of Norfolk, in the reign of Henry IV in 1397. A MA 
quarrel between these two came about through the misrepresentation to the King 
of certain statements of the Duke of Hereford which were made to His August BA 
Majesty by the Duke of Norfolk. In plainer language, the lie was passed. One 
thing led to another and finally the King demanded that the contestants compose 
their differences, and this not succeeding, he took both dukes into custody. 


After a full hearing at Windsor with all the nobility and gentry pres- B 
ent, it was discovered that the two quarrelsome dukes could not be reconciled, 
whereupon the Duke of liereford demanded justice be done him and that he might 
engage his adversary in combat. All this was quite formal and apparently a 
terrific battle was unavoidable. Somewhat later both disputants were given a 
chance to shake hands but both refused. Finally the King swore by St. John the 
Baptist that he would no longer endeavor to reconcile them and he appointed a 
day for the battle which was to take place at Coventry, just recently devastated 
from the air. On the appointed day, both doughty dukes were on hand in full arm- . 
or, with horses, swords and spears, The King had assembled a train of no fewer 
than 10,000 men to keep the royal peace and a proclamation was read in his name 
that no one save the contestants might touch any part of the lists or approach 
the barrier on pain of death. The Duke of Norfolk now appeared on horseback, 


before the barrier, being dressed says the chronicler, “In crimson velvet rich- 





ly embroidered with silver lions and mulberry trees." He took a loud oath that 
his quarrel was just and reentering the field cried aloud, “God assist the just 
cause” Then alighting from his horse, he flung himself into a crimson velvet

examined their spears to see if the same were of equal length, finally presenting 


one to each of the contestants, 


The dukes then mounted and closing their beavers, placed their spears in- 
to the sockets, and when the trumpet sounded, they advanced with a great semb- 
lance of courage toward each other. As the populace was holding its collective 
breath, the King threw down his warder and the heralds cried, “Ho! Hol," which ap- 
ruptly stayed the proceedings. King Henry was pleased forthwith to order their 
spears taken from them. He deliberated with his Council the most proper way to 
determine the vexing controversy without bloodshed, and finally after two hours, 
came not an announcement but a sentence which was read to the assembled multitude, 
The Duke of Hereford was warned, within fifteen days, to depart the Kingdome for 
ten years. The Duke of Norfolk was likewise to quit the Realm and never to re- 
turn into England. Both sentences of banishment were issued upon pain of death, 
for return without the King's pardon. 


Thus was a great fight declared a draw by the referee, much to the disap- 
pointment of the reader, and no doubt it left the spectators in a fine frenzy as 
it would today. Nevertheless we must admit that Henry the Fourth was a good ar- 
biter and while he could not have said a "Plague on both your houses" this being 
reserved for the invention of Shakespeare, he doubtless meant just that.
